Another will establish relations with him through business or some other pretext, 
and will try to find out his ideas in order to ascertain whether he is a real be** 

, llever dr whether he has been assigned by others to Join the Party* Every week 
1, comrades must lend to their superiors a report containing their own views concerning 
the probationary member. These reports will be reviewed after two months and the 
superiors win decide whether or not the probationary member will be admitted to 
membership*. 
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"She r i!ud*h has established these strict rules for admittance because it was 
well-known that the Police and the Army intended to break the Party and had 
assigned their men to Join it.”
